The desertion of the Chinese Navy 
fiom ,Dr. Sus Yat Sax's standard 
‘tliminates the hope of any very substan- 
tink co-operation afloat; but, if it be at 
nil possible to them, the Canton authori- 
ties could render valuable help towards 
the suppression ‘of piracy in’ these waters 
by pursuing and capturing the gangs. who 
carry, out these piratical attacks and scek 
anfety, and a market for their loot in, 
Chinesp, territory.
